Its presence 
in a Held in the spring depends en¬ 
tirely on the condition, of that field 
during August and early September 
of the previous season. For this rea- 
so.j this warning is issued so that 
farmers in these two provinces may 
prepare their fields this summer to 
avoid trouble next spring. 

The weather conditions during the 
ea.-ly season of 1930 have been such 
as to practically insure an enormous 
increase of the pale western cut¬ 
worms over a large area in both Al¬ 
berta and Saakatcjiewan. In fact, It 
appears now as though these provin¬ 
ces would have the most widespread 
and devastating outbreak of this in¬ 
sect that has ever occurred.

Intense heat through¬ 
out the Prairie Provinces has caused 
rapid growth. Crops in Manitoba 
and Norths, n Saskatchewan arc mak 
ing satisfictory progress under Ideal 
eruditions, but parts of Southern 
Saskatchewan and most areas in Al- 
ber.a urgently need rains as the crop 
is in a crucial stage. In Quebec 
crops nre gererally satisfactory, ex- 
cep t os low-lyLng lands. Rain has 
interfered with haying operattonn 
and warm dry weather is needed. In 
Ontario conditions continue favor¬ 
able and crops generally arc making 
good progress. In the Maritimcs 
growth generally is satisfactory. In 
British Columbia the weather has 
been hot and crops arc maturing rap 
idly.

PRAIRIE PROVINCES

Western Area: Local show 
ers have been beneficial, and growth 
is rapid, but rain is needed over th3 
whole area. SASKATCHEWAN. 
Northern Area: Ideal growing wea¬ 
ther prevails, with sufficient mois¬ 
ture. Present indications are for av¬ 
erage maturity with a good averagj 
yield. Hail damage has been in scat¬ 
tered sections only. Coarse grain i j 
r.ow well advanced. Southern Area.
